He was with the Mex!i- 
can army for several months, but held 
no commission, being attached to «a 
force of Americans and other foreign 
soldiers of fortune who were fighting 
for Madero.

ANOTHER CONDUCTOR HELD UP 


BY MASKED BANDIT. 
Pokes Revolver in His Face, Says 
Not a Word, Secures His Money, 
Leaps from Car and Runs Towards 
in Ignorance of 


Robbery. 


Undeterred by the example of Jack 
Stanford, who was arrested Monday 
night about an hour after he had 
held up the crew of an Eagle Rock 
Valley line street car, a bandit last 
night held up Conductor L. I. Kelly 
of car No. 784 on the East First street 
line of the Los Angeles Railway, be- 
tween Gage and Hammell streets, be- 
yond the city limits, and robbed him 
of about $24. He made his escape. 

The bandit performed the usual 
tactics of the Los Angeles street car 

ndit. He boarded the car while it 

as in motion, confronted the con- 
ductor with a loaded revolver and 
demanded his money, which he got. 
The motorman, T. W. Hartford, was 
entirely ignorant of the drama that 
was being enacted on the rear plat- 
form of his car. 

Having finished his job, the bandit 
jumped lightly:from the car and ran 
north towards the hills Kelly de- 
scribes him as a man about 6 feet 
10 inches in height, about 185 pounds 
in weight, ahd clothed in a dark sult 
of clothes and a black derby hat. His 
face was partially masked with a 
white handkerchief. 

No words were exchange between 
the hold-up man and the conductor. 
The gun said all there was to be said 
and neither believed in superfluous 
conversation. The very system of the 
bandit was known to the conductor 
through the gossip among the car 
operators during the past month or 
more over the frequent hold-ups 
which have occurred at the terminal 
stops of the various distant lines of 
the company. 

The police and Sheriff's office have 
made a particular effort to secure ac- 
curate descriptions of the men who 
have been tampering with the street 
Special instructions have 
been itasued to the uniformed and 
plainclothesmen to keep a sharp look- 
owt for these men. 

The conductors who have been 
robbed during the past month suffer 
no personal loss. The company 
makes good the money that is taken 
from them.

Water Department Makes an Eati- 
mate Which Shows Large Increase 


Over Last Year.

SANTA BARBARA, May 6.—Santa 
Rarbara’s population today is 17,145. 


This is the conservative estimate of 
the water department, arrived at by 
the standard method of computing 
population in proportion to the num- 
ber of water connections in a city. 
The computation has just been made 
on the besis of the number of water 
services in Santa Barbara May |!. 

That the figure is approximately 
correct is indicated by the estimate of 
the postmaster, based on postal re- 
ceipts. At the beginning of this year 
four months ago the pulation was 
figured at more than 16,000 by Post- 
master Hunt. Receipts In excess of 
$60,000 warranted-the calculation of 
16,000 Inhabitants. 

The Chamber of Commerce officials 
have accepted the 16,000 estimate of 
the postmaster and are using that fig- 
ure in their present literature, but will 
adopt the later figures of the water 
department as more accurate and up 
to date,
